Questioning the election of returned candidates. Respondents Nos. 1 and 2 for the House 

of the People, from Gwalior double-member Constituency whose election is void. 

May It please your honour. 

The petitioner respectfully submits the following facts ^nd grounds for holding the 
election of Gwalior Parliamentary Constituency null and void. 

(^1) That the petitioner is an elector entered on No, 12701 (Part 1) Mohalla Balabai Ka 

Baiar, Lashkar, Gwalior in tire Electoral Roll for the election to the House of the People, 

relating to the Gwalior double-member tonstituency held in February-March, 1957. 

(2) That the Gwalior Parliamentary Constituency is a double-member Constituency 
having one of the seats general and other reserved for Scheduled Castes. The respondents 
Nos. I to 9 and Shri Murlidhar Singh filed their nomination papers before tlie Returning 
Officer, Gwalior and their nomination papers weye accepted by the said Returning Officer. 

(8) That the following candidates contested the above mentioned election; — 

(i) Shri Radhacharan, Congress candidate for general seat returned elected. 

(il) Shri Suriya Prasad Cliamar, Congress candidate for the Reserved scat returned 
elected, 

(lii) Shri Thakur Murlidhar Singh of Praja Socialist Party candidate, for general seat 
(defeated, now dead). 

(iv) Shri Atamdas, Praja Socialist Party candidate respondent No. 3 foi reserved scat 

(defeated). 

(v) Shri Baburao Patel. Hindu Mahasabha candidate respondent No. 4. 

(vi) Shri ChaturbhuJ, Hindu Mahasabha candidate respondent No. 5 for reserved seat 

(defeated). 

(vii) Shri Naralnrao Shezwaikar, Jansangh Party candidate respondent No. G loi 
general seat (defeated), 

(vili) Shri Deviram, Jansangh Patty candidate respondent No. 7 for reserved .seat 
(defeated). 

(ix) Shri Naval Singh, Indcpendant candidate respondent No. 8 for general seat 

(defeated), 

(x) Shri Ramdyal Singh, Ramrajya Parishad candidate, respondent No. 9 for general 

seat (defeateil), 

(4) That out of the above candidates respondents Nos. 1 and 2 were put up by the All 
India National Congress, Respondents Nos. 5 and 4 by the Praja Socialist Party of India, 
Respondents Nos. 5 and 6 by the All India Hindu Mahasabha, Respondents Nos. 7 and 8 by 
the All India Jansangh Party, No. 10 by Ram Rajya Parishad. All the aforesaid parties 
supported their respective candidates and carried on propaganda in furtherance of the 
election of their party candidates with the knowledge and consent of tlie candidates 
concerned. 

(5) That the vote.s secured by the above candidates respondents Nos. from 1 to 10 are

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At polling station Sada of Lahar Circle the Ballot Boxes for Madhya Pradesh Assembly 
constituency were misplaced and changed by the Presiding Officer of the Polling Station The 
Election Co mm ission ordered re poll for the said Polling Station Hence a re poll for the 
said Polling Station was held on the 18th March lh57 

(7) That the counting of the votes polled took place from 11th March, 1957 and was 
completed on 19th March, 1957 by the Returning Officer at Owalior As the maximum num 
her of votes was found to have been polled by the Congress candidate respondent No 1 for 
general seat he was declared elected Slmilaily the maximum number of votes was found 
to have been polled by the Congress candidate respondent No 2 foi the reserved seat he was 
also declared elected to the House of the People of India 

ffi) That the nomination paper of Shn Atamdas respondent No 4 of the Praja Socialist 
Party candidate was accepted improperly and Illegally for the following reasons — 

(a) That the candidate of the Praja Socialist Party respondent No 4 Shn Atamdas was 

not qualified to contest the said election under section 7 sub section (d) of 
Representation of People Act. 1951 because Shrl Atamdas is a Contractor class A 
of Archaeological Department of the Government of India working in the Cen 
tral Circle Archaeological Department, Bhopal 

(b) That the Contractor, Shn Atamdas is a contractor m Archaeological Department 

of fTOvernment of India since 20 years and Shrl Atamdas has been a working 
Contractor m Archaeological Department of Government of India Central Circle, 
Bhopal from 2bth February, 1954 and the said contract was subsisting on the 
date of filing the nomination papet by the said respondent No 4 The contract 
was for Rs 37,000 

(c) That the above said contract Is still in the hands of Shri Atamdas, respondent 

No 4 and the coiitrat t will be completed probably in another next five six 
months time Ihc running payment received by Shrl Atamdas from the 
Archaeological Department Central Circle, Bhopal till day is about Rs 20,000 
The said Contractor, Shn Atamdas has also completed many minor contracts 
of Archaeological Department Central Circle, Bhopal 

(d) of RPl of 1951 are applicable to the candidate Shrl Atamdas respondent No 4 

Thus he was disquallfieil for contesting the election as his nomination paper 
was improperly and illegally accepted by the Returning Officer The Accept 
ance of the nomination paper of Shri Atamdas has materially effected me 
election as a whole Had this nomination paper not been accepted all or an 
overwhelming majority of votes polled to him and his other Praja Socialist 
Party candidate would have gone to respondents Nos 5 and 6 and the respon 
dents Nos 1 and 2 would have been surely defeated in the election 

(9) That the election of Respondents Nos 1 and 2 Is void inasmuch as the following 
corrupt practices were committed by respondents Nos 1 and 2 their Agents, and other 
persons with their knowletlge or consent or connivance — 

(a) That the \gent8 of Respondents Nos 1 and 2 with their knowledge or consent or 
connivance hired a large number of tongas and motor cars for the conveyance 
of voters to the Polling Stations Full particulars of corrupt practices mentioned 
in the Sub para and their details are given in the list marketl «s 'A’ attached 
herewith which may be read as a part of this petition 

('ll) That the Agents and other persons with the knowledge or consent or connivance 
of Respondents Nos 1 and 2 or their agents tried to secure ballot papers by 
false personation for furthering the prospects of Respondents Nos 1 and 2 a,, 
various polling stations This corrupt practice was committed on a large scale 
Full particulars of the above said some corrupt practices and their details aie 
given on list marked as 'B' which may be read as part of the petition 

(q) That the Respondents Nos 1 and 2 and their Agents and supporters and other 
persons with the knowledge or consent or connivance of the Respondents Nos 
1 and 2 made a systematically appeal cither by themselves or through their 
Agents to the voters to vote for the Respondents Nos 1 and 2, the Congress 
Party candidates, on the grounds of caste and community and religion for the 
furihcianre of the prospects of the Respondents Nos 1 and 2 Full partiailars 
of the corrupt practices mentioned in the sub para and their details arc pven 
In the list marked as ‘C’ attached herewith which may be read as a part of this 
petition 

(d) That Respondents Nos 1 and 2 filed returned of election expenses which is false 
ill mateiial particular and is not in accordance with the provision of the law 
Not only this large amounts of money were spent by the Agents of Respondents 
Nos 1 and 2 which have not been included m the above mentioned return 
Full particulars of some such corrupt practices and their details are stated In 
the list marked as ‘D’ attached herewith which may be read as a part of this 
petition 
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(e) That Respondents Nos. 1 and 2 and their Agents and other persons with the 
knowledge or consent or connivance of Respondents Nos. 1 and 2 or that of 
their Agents published such statements of fact which were false and which they 
either believ^ to be false or did not believe to be true in relation to his 
candidature, being statements reasonably calculated to prejudice prospects of 
Respondents Nos. 4 and 5 at the election. Full particulars of the corrupt prac¬ 
tices mentioned In the sub-para, and their details are mentioned in the list 
marked as ‘E’ attached herewith which may be read as a part of this petition. 

(Q That Respondents Nos, 1 and 2 exercised either themselves or through their agents 
and other persons with the knowledge or consent or connivance of Respondents 
Nos. 1 and 2 or their agents, under Influence upon the voters and thereby inter 
fered directly and Indirectly with the exerdse of their electoral rights. Not only 
this, Shri Jlwaji Rao Scinde, the former ruler of the former Gwalior State issued 
pamphlets with messages under his signatures to the illiterate and ignorant 
voters of tlie constituency under the appellation of "Maharaja of Gwahor” and 
thus fraudulently exerdsed undue influence upon the aforesaid voters, who were 
under great influence of their former Ruler of Gwalior before the merger of 
the said State in Madhya Bharat and before the merger of M. B. in Madliya 
Pradesh as Rajpramukh of M. B. Full particulars and details of this corrupt 
practice are given In list marked as ‘F’ attached herewith and which may be 
read as part of this petition. 

(g) That the Respondents Nos. 1 and 2 and their Agents’ knowledge 01 consent or ton 

nivance obtained or procured or abetted. 

(h) 'I'hat the Respondents Nos, I and 2 and their Agents and other persons with tlieir 

or their agents knowledge or consent or connivance obtained or procured 01 
abetted or attempted to procure assistance for the furtherance of the election 
prospects of the election of the Respondents Nos. 1 and 2 from a large number 
of persons serving under the Government of Madhya Pradesh. Full particulars 
of this corrupt practice and details are given in the list marked as ‘G’ which 
may be read as a part of this petition. 

(10) That the petitioner has deposited the amount of Rs. 1,000, dated 27th April 1957 
as deposit for this petition in Gwalior, Treasury of Madhya Pradesh Government. The 
receipt is herewith attached. 

(11) That the election of Respondents Nos 1 and 2 the candidate, is void because their 
election has been procured and Induced and the result of their election has been materially 
affected by the corrupt practices mentioned above. 

(12) That Respondents Nos. 8 to 9 are added as parties necessary to the peiilion, the 
petitioner docs not claim any relief against them. 

(13) That the petitioner, therefore, prays that the election of Respondents Nos. 1 and 2 
may be declared as void and he further prays that the cost of these proceedings may be 
awarded to the petitioner and against the said Respondents Nos. 1 and 2

Therefore the aforesaid persons were the agents of the 
Respondents Nos. 1 and 2. 

(a) In greater Gwalior Morar Circle red plated jeeps belonging to the Maharaja of 
Gwalior, Shri Jiwajl Rao Scinde, Gwalior 12, (grey coloured) Gwalior 10, (grey) 
Gwalior 8 (Red), Gwalior 12 (Red) and a Mercedes Benz car Gwalior 21 and 
Tongas Nos. 434, 445, .523, 56’/, 674 and 36 (B class) driven by Carlha were 
employed by the agents of Respondents Nos. 1 and 2 for carrying voters to the 
Kr^hna Kunj polling station on the 5th, of March 1957. 
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(b) That cat No 2470 M B C was used by Shri Han Krishna Jadhavji Bhuta, an 

agent of Respondent Nos 1 and 2 and one of the top ranking Congrasite of 

die eonstituency lor bringing voters to polling station on the (ith of March, 19 t7 

(c) Motor Truck No 1273 MBC was used by the agents of Respondents No 1 and 

2 for carrying voters to Vossa Polling Station, within Ambah Circle, on the btli 

March, 1957

(1) Tliat at polluig station Niirabci 103 (New Middle Section) in the town ol Moicna 
within the aforesaid constitueniy m Morena Circle on 9th March, 1957 Shiimati Ashabai 
Bhonsle, a Congress Party Worker who had gone to Morena in furtlierancc of the election 
prospects of Respondents Nos 1 and 2 and as such working as Agent of the afoiesaid Res 
pondents during the time of the polling secured tlie ballot papers for the assembly const! 
tuency and cast them falsely personating another woman voter of the constituency, but was 
caught when trying to sccuie to ballot papers for House of People Due report was made 
and the Piesiding Olliccr took down her statement 111 which she admitted her guilt and 
agency. 

(2) That at Naka Cliaiidrabadni (Miidia Pahad) in Morar Circle ol the aforesaid Consti 
tuency a Muslim voter secured the ballot papers for the Assembly Constituency in the name 
of his father falsely personating him But the fact was soon revealed and the Presiding 
Officer took his statement and handed him over to Police custody But due to the piessuie 
ol Congressmen he was feleaseil most probably bv the order of the Returning Officer 

(3) That at Daulatganj Ram Naiain Dhaiamshala Polling Station, a Mushni tried to gel 
ballot papcis falsely personating a voter Due complaint was made to the Presiding Officer 
who took the notice of the fact and detained in Police custorly but afterwards due mysterious 
reasons he was let off The aforesaid Muslim had admitted that Congress workers insinuated 
him to do that unlawful act.

February 1957 By this pamphlet the Respondents Nos 1 and 2 and their agents and 
other persons with consent and knowledge of Respondents Nos 1 and 2 and their agents 
made systematic appeal in the name of caste to secure votes for the above Respoiideiils

Rrlurri of election expensa 

(1) That the return ot election expenses filed by the Respondents Nos 1 and 2 are false 
in material particulais and fuither the default was made in making the return The 
accounts have not been kept by the above respondents in accordance with the requirements 
of law In the return many lump sums payments in various parts of the return are shown 
without giving details and the nature of the expenses incurred m each case Further, laige 
amounts of money spent by the agents of Respondent Nos 1 and 2 have not been included 
in the return Ihe all vouchers of the sum spent also have not been obtained Flic 
expenses incurred in printing and publishing the pamphlets and statements given on appen 
dixes Nos b 7, 8, 9, 10 of Shri Jiwaji Rao Siinde and Shnmant Vijayaraje Scinde of 
Gwalior which were freely distributed throughout the Gwalior Parliamentary Constituency 
in thousands have not been shown Shri S K Patil of Bombay, Shri Lalbahadur Shastrl, 
Shri Govind Ballabh Pant and Shn IT N Dhcbar and other Congress leaders visited the 
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Gwalior Parliamentary Constituency and did propaganda work by delivering speeches at 
different places, for furthering the election prospects of the respondents Nos. 1 and 2. 
Thus they acted as agents of the said respondents, but their travelling and other expenses 
have not been shown in the above return of expenses. Shri Jiwaji Rao Scinde and Shriroant 
Vijayaiaje Scinde and Shri tiari Kishandas Bhuta, Shri Narslngh Rao Dixit (Deputy Home 
Minister M.P.) toured various places of the Constituency in Motor cars and clelivcrcd 
speeches for furthering the prosjiects of the Respondents Nos. 1 and 2, but the expenses 
incuried by them have not been entered in the aforesaid return of expenses, This is a 
deieberate concealment of expenses, therefore the election of the Respondents Nos. 1 and 
2 should be declared invalid on this account. 

(2) The money spent by District Congress Committees and Pargana Congress Committees 
witliin the aforesaid Constituency for furtlierlng the election prospects of the respondents 
have neithet been kept accortbng to law nor shown in the aforesaid return of election 
expenses. 

(3J That Jeeps and Motor Cars belonging to Shrlmant Jiwaji Rao Scinde of Gwalior Nos 
Gwalior 12, 10, 8 and 'Gwalior 21’ were used on the 6th of Marcli, 1957 in furtherance ot 
the election prospects of the Respondents Nos. 1 and 2 in Morar Circle of the afoiesaid 
Constituency. One Jeep belonging to .Shri Baburam Dixit of Morar was purchased by 
Shrimant Jiwaji Rao Scinde of Gwalior specially for election propaganda during the month 
of Icbruary, 1957 and which was used for furthering the election prospects of Respondents 
Nos, 1 and 2 in Morar Circle. The price of the aforesaid Jeep purchased and petrol, wear 
and tear and probable hire value of the aforesaid Jeeps and Cars belonging to Shiimant 
Jiwaji RaO Scinde of Gwalior have not been shown in the above return of expenses. 

(4) That the public meetings in furtherance and prospects of the election at the respon¬
